A Fearful Leap.- -At the great fire in fcStFaullast Thursday, two brothers, named Cail
and August Mueller, who had a room in the
Concert Hall huildiog, wero cut off from an
escape by the rapid progress of the flames and
smoke. They appeared at the upper-story
window, seventy-five or eighty feet from the
ground. The Ht. Caul Pioneer says
"The two brothers appeared to hesitate

when they appeared at the window, and some
of the spectators cried out to them to jump.The youngest was let out of the window first,
the oidast brother lioiding him by the hand,both bciog apparently unwilling to part companyin that trying moment. Finally the suspondedman was drawn back into the building,
as though determined to remain instead of
taking the horrible risk of such a dreadful
leap. An instant after, however, a human
lorm suddenly came through tho window, and
for a second was suspended io midair. The
horrified spectators shuddered and turned
away their eyes. A dull thud was heard, and
the mangled lorm of one of the two brothers
